Sol 
licitor General Thacher filed a brief 
in reply, saying Capone had no right 
to have his case reopened. 


The court's answer to Capone's plea 


probably will come next Monday. 
Ralph Capone, Al's brother, and other 
members associated with him in pro- 
fitable years of crime, failed to get 
reviews. 


Capone contends that the three fel- 


ony counts in his indictment are de- 
fective. His lawyers say they failed to 
tell the particular offense for which 
their client was tried; that under them 
he could be tried twice for the same 
cffense and that the indictment failed 
to give him sufficient information to 
prepare his defense. 


If the court refuses to reviey the 


case it means Capone's conviction has 
been upheld.

Frank 
Mohr, who admitted he was Liley's 
partner in the holdup, pleaded not 
guilty when arraigned Monday on a 
first degree murder charge, 


"1 was drunk; I was the only one 


who had a gun. The boy Tvas shot, so 
I suppose I must have done it; that's 
all I know about it," Liley told Judge 
John A. Boyne. 


The boy had gone to the grocery 


store in Grand River avenue to sell 
the proprietor, Garnet Ritchie, a mag- 
azine. Ritchie shouted a warning to 
the child and as the latter screamed 
one of the two bandits fired two diets 
at him. 


He died in a hospital 18 hours later.
